We were then in 
Bassano and the town had burned off a nuisance ground the 
year previous, and the growth of mushrooms on that burned- 
off land during the early summer of 1915 was phenominal.

BRITISH COMMONWEALTH OF NATIONS 
Important discussions which could have momentous de- 
velopments are presently in session: hetween members within 
the British Commonwealth of nations. They are highly signif- 
icant talks because on their outcome rests the future of In- 
dia, and perhaps the British Empire. 
To ask the ordinary person what links Canada to the’

swer or perhaps a straight blank reply of “I don’t know.” Many 
Americans in the States still cling to the old idea that we are 
a vassal of Britain. Nothing irritates us more than to be ton- 
sidered a “colony,” yet that idea is widely held. . 

There is no written constitution binding Canada in ‘th 
commonwealth of Nations. In fact, the only real tie seems to 
be a common kingship, to which we regularly pay homage 
by singing “God Save the King.” But there is more than a de- 
voted monarch in our relationship, There is our common 
heritage, common language, common legal ties, common con- 
stitution, common culture. These are enduring bonds, because 
they sink to the roots of civilization.

A CRISIS PENDING IN INTERNATIONAL 
TRADE 

It’s time we came down to earth and stopped kidding 
ourselves. The first serious declaration of the danger con- 
fronting Canada’s . international trade situation was made 
by John Defenbaker in his charge against the present admin- 
istratién on Tuesday. But this situation is too big to be con- 
fined within rigid party lines. The plain facts are that Canada 
has a surplus in many lines of production. Many countries 
would like to buy these surpluses, but they’re stymied 
through lack of exchange facilities, Here is where some 
brain power must be: devised and applied. It is not good 
enough to let nature alone take its course. If necessary Can- 
ada must foster barter agreements, ‘for it is necessary that 
‘our surplus goods must find their way to the . consumer. 
We learned of a representative of a large processing firm who 
just returned from Europe a week ago. He could sell his 
firm’s products to countries who could pay sterling exchange 


but there is no way established right now to convert Ster-' 


ling exchange into dollars. and Britain will not selb for ex- 
port and take Sterling exchange from dollar countries, Bel- 
gium, France, Holland, and Czecho-Slovakia would be glad 
to trade on a barter basis if some central exchange facili- 
ties could be set up. Up until the past few weeks Ottawa has 
beeh campletely -cold to any approaches on this subject. 
There are millions of people who want and need our apples, 
our salmon, our meats, our wheat and many other products.

It is a charge which should receive 
the very serious consideration of both 
provincial and federal governments. 
Every day we are finding present 
roads inadequate for the traffic they 
must carry, Modern demands have 
changed district roads to secondary 
highways and secondary highways to 
main arteries. Our hard surfaced 
roads are hopelessly narrow for todays 
needs, 

Provincial roads are going to cost 
us plenty in time and money before 
they can be rebuilt to present require- 
ments and it is unthinkable that we 
should saddle ourselves with an anti- 
quated trans-Canada nighway. If we 
are going to build one let's, make it 
wide enough to handle any foresee- 
able traffic. It can be done for [ittle 
more during the building, but if we 
don't take the necessary width at the 
start the road can bea drag on our 
progress for many years to come. 

Since the Wellowhead route  by- 
passes. us completely our remarks can 
be taken as an unbiased opinion, We 
do think the*arguments advanced by 
the Yellowhead Association . deserve 
the complete investigation by a Royal 
Commission which they ask, The brief 
has been ably prepared and presented 
and those responsible are to be highly 
commended for a very fine piece of 
work, :

ENDED; ONE INEQUITY 
REMOVED 

Climaxing many months of hearings 
and legal arguments, thé Board of 


Railway Commissioners on Saturday 


last ofdered removal of the mountain 
differential freight raite and. other 
above-normal charges for Rocky 
Mountain hatling. In doing so, the 
Board upheld the contention of. Brit- 
ish Columbia, and to a lesser extent 
of Alberta, hoth of whom claimed that 
the principle involved was unsound, 
and refuted, the claims, of , Manitoba 
and Winnipeg that even higher differ- 
ential rates were justified. 

The compiling of a freight rate 
structyre is a complicated and highly 
technical undertaking and one which 
we do not feel competent to discuss 
at any length, As we understand the 
differential, however, it involved a 
charge of 1% times praifie rates for 
freight being hauled over the moun- 
tains and it has been the subject of 
much controversy at different times; 
we remember hearing of cases where 
freight from eastern Canada could be 
shipped east, loaded on boats, sent 
through the Panama Canal and land- 
ed on the west coast at a lower‘rate 
than the all-land haul across the 
country. It appears to us that there 
must have been something wrong 


with a freight rate structure - which 
produced such vagaries. ° 
Out of several differing opinions 


the majority of opinion seems to in- 
dicate that Alberta will make moder- 
ate gains by removal of the differen- 
tial; that, however, is not the criter+ 
ion of whether the change should have 
been made or not—the principle in- 
volvéd is greater than any considera- 
tion of local or provincial advantage. 
It does not appear to us sound busi- 
ness, particularly in ‘a fast ‘developing 
country such as Canada, to assess 
tariffs on a basis of regional costs; 
carried to a ridiculoys extreme’ this 
could retard growth of some of our 
outlying areas for many years if, in- 
deed, it has not already done so. Car- 
rying the argument to its logicai ex- 
tremity, one might argue that cer- 
tain divisions, being located on the 
perfectly flat lands with fairly ‘dense 
population, would receive a _ better 
rate than the next division which had 
the misfortune to contain the odd bad 
grade or expensive briiiging project; 
certain it is that many of our richest 
areas in Alberta would ‘never have 
survived the struggle if, in their early 
days, they had borne the cost of rail- 
Way operation in their. areas.

We average petple quite naturally 
assume that with expanding industry, 
good crops, full employment and 
general well-being our railroads 
should be coming into their own.

What management can do 
not only to stimulate business but to 
restrict outlay has been done. The 
determinable costs have not increased. 
Interest and fental charges and divi- 
dends are constant. Less has been 
spent for modernization .and other 
company purposes, yet net earnings 
are down, The’ ré&son is clear. Work- 
ing expenses are up almost $37 mil- 
lions. ; i 

There is one uniform factor in al 
these costs, the wages from which we 
all benefit. How does it work out? 
The Financial Post gives us some in- 
teresting comparisons, An engine and 
ten coaches, an average train, in 1939 
cost $693,577. Today they cost $1,081,- 
280, If the engine burns oll, the cost 
is twice what it was in 1939, If it con- 
tinues to burn coal the increase is 
only 88%. In its last yéar’s operations

Why Are Our “Problem” Children 
Problems?

Not so far back in our history our 
ancestors knew very little about hu- 
man diseases and thier -cures. A sick 
person was possessed by devils. The 
“medicine man” was summoned. By 
use of incantations, spells, charms, 
ete.,, he sought to entice or frighten 
the evil spirits away. Sometimes a 
cure: was attempted by flogging or 
otherwise tormenting the invalid to 
drive the spirits out. , 

Much more recently, and long after 
bodily diseases were being treated by 
medicine and surgery, mental diseas- 


es continued to be regarded as super- , 


natural. (Always ’ we give a supernat- 
ural explanation to what we.do not 
understand.) Insanity was not regard 
ed as a physical or mental disease, but 
rather as a moral one, Insane peopl 
were put in straight jackets, impris- 
oned in bare cells, and flogged to drive 
away the malicious spirits. 


We now,recognize insanity as a dis-' 


ease that can often be cured by put- 
ting the patient in healthful surround 
ings (as we do tubercular : patients), 
by treatment, and even by surgery. 
We still do not know all we should 
about the disease (or diseases, as 


there may be many types ‘of insanity) 


but we dre on the-right road, 

When I was a boy, school was a mill 
in which we all received standard 
treatment, regardless of our indivi- 
dual differences. to different home 
conditions, to different hereditary 
tendencies. No wonder many of us 
developed warped personalities; we 
just couldn't fit into the mould, Our 
minds were bound as were thé feet of 
Chinese ladies, and often with the 
same disastrous effects. 

Education has gone a long way 
since that time, but the customs and 
thinking processes that have  pre- 
vailed for centuries gannot~be greatly 
altered over night. There still exists 
much of the mould4within which the 
minds of students must grow. True, 
the,mould is more @jastic, less rigid.

(2) Control Weeds on Uncuittvated 

Land 

Fence lines, stack bottoms, 
margines, road allowances and 
barnyard are often allowed to pro- 
duce heavy crops of weeds. Their 
seeds move into the field with the 
help of wind, water, drifting soil and 
snow, livestock, machinery, birds, etc. 
Seed all cultivatea parts of the farm 
ta strongly competing grasses, legum 
es, or a mixture of both, 


(3) Avoid Spreading Weed Seeds. 

Farm machinery such as combines, 
| hay racks, threshing machines, por- 

table seed cleaning plants, etc. are 
first class spreaders, Feed grain con- 
taining weed seeds should be ground.. 
All,screenings should be disposed of 
one way or another. Wagon boxes and 
trucks must be covered when hauling: 
grain or other matter known to con- 
tain weed seeds. 

(4) Make Cultivation For Weed Con 

trol Effective. ~ 

Alt. cultivation should be properly 
timed.and tillage machines should be 
correctly. adjusted so that a top 
growth of weeds is completely d¢s- 
troyed. Generally, shallow cultivation 
is best for weed. control. 

(5) Seed-Down Very Weedy Fields 

Forage Crops will control arnual 
weeds and stunt or smother most per- 
ennials. Rotations with grass or grass 
legume mixtures are advantagious not 
only from the soil improvement angle, 
but also from the weed contro] view- 


field

point, 
(6) Use Vigorous Crops on Weedy 
‘Land + " \ 
Barly Barley and Fall Rye offer 
stronger competition to weeds than 
do wheat or oats. Flax offers. very 


little compeition to weeds. 

(7) Watch For New Weeds, 

(Nearly all the weeds that cause’ 80 
much trouble and expense have béen 
fmtroduced and have spread out from 
small infestations. Leafy Spurge, 
Hoary Cress, ‘Russian Knapweed, 
Field Bindweed and Toad Flax dre 
some of the worst weeds and are very 
persistent and hard to control. These 
weeds are becoming quite common in 
the Municipal _ District. Tartarian 
Buckwheat is becoming more common 
in the past few months and the seeds 
cannot be cleaned out. of © wheat. 
Watch for any strange plants and 
bring them into our office for identi- 
fication or send them to the Field 
Crops Branch in Edmonton. 

Be careful in purchasing seed col- 
lections such as “Wild Flower Gard- 
en” mixtures and secure them only 
from ‘reliable firms. There is good 
evidence that Toad Flax was intro- 
duced ‘in this manner. , 

(8) Encourage Community Effort. 

Weeds do not recognize farm boun- 
daries. The individual can clean up 
his farm, but unless his neighbors do 
likewise, he is constantly faced with 


new infestations. The seeding « of 
grass on roadsides,that have been 
properly graded and. backsloped ‘is 


strongly recommended. Encourage and 
support your ‘ Agricultural Service 
Board in their weed contro! program. 


IODINE FOR BROOD SOWS 


Although the prevalance of iodine 
deficiency in Alberta has been known 
for a long time, inquiries are still re- 
ceived regarding the cause of pigs 
born with little hair and with a swel- 
ling on the throat, A hairless, goer. 
ed litter is a sure sign of severe iodine 
deficiency, but Dr. L. W. McElroy, 

| Department, of Animal Science, Un- 
iversity of Alberta, reminds us_ that 
pigs need not necessarily be hairless 
or have a goiter to suffer from lack 
of iodine. If only a partial or mild def- 
iciency of iodine exists it may show 
up simply as weak litters. 

Dr. McElroy says that feeding io- 
dized salt to the sow throughout the 
pregnancy period will in most cases 
take care of the iodine problem, In 
areas where stronger measures are 
necessary the . following suggestion 
might be followed: In a glass or stine 
jar with a tight lid, dissolve 7 ounces 
of potassium iodide in one gallon of 
water, and sprinkle one tablespoon- 
ful of the solution on the feed for 
each sow once a week throughout the 
pregnancy period.

The above indicates that Victory 
can be élassed as a relatively late 
maturing variety. It has exceptionally 
long straw but shows a decided weak- 
ness in strength of straw when grown 
‘on the heavy soils of central Alberta, 
It has a plump attractive type of ker- 
nel and in areas where maturity is 
not the limiting factor of production, 
Victory has continued to hola its fav- 
or when compared with other variet- 
ies. 

Eagle .exhibits superior strength of 
straw when grown on the heavy soils 
of central Alberta. It matures slightly 
earlier than Victory and .compares 
favorably in yielding ability, Eagle 
has a slightly smaller kerne| than 
Victory with about 1 per cent less 
hull, As indicated above, the main 
reason for growing Eagle in prefer- 
ence to Victory is that it has stronger 
siraw which renders it more suitable 
for production on heavy soils where 
rainfall is plentiful. 

Ajax may be classed as th early 
maturing variety with exceptional 
yielding ability in relation to its mat- 
urity. Unfortunately, it has a slim 
unattractive type of kernel, although 
its hull percentage is not higt. In 
straw stréngth it compares favorably 
with Eagle and. therefore can 
grown satisfactorily on heavy soils. 

Larain was introduced with the 
thought that it would prove advantag- 
eous in the western and northern 
portions of Central Alberta. In these 
regions early maturity is important 
and the later maturing varieties fre- 
quently suffer severe damage from 
early fall frosts. It has a Victory type 
of kernel with a low percentage of

PREPARATION OF LAND FOR 
FLAX ON THE PRAIRIES 

In. order to insure a. satisfactory 
stand of either oil or fibre flax on the 
prairies, it is essential to keep several 
points in mind with regard to cultural 
practices. 

Firstly, the.land chosen to grow 
flax should be as free from weeds as 
possible. 

Secondly, the choige of the proper 
place in the farm rotation is of prime 
importance. Flax may be sown suc- 
cessfully on clean summerfallow, fol- 
lowing sod, or even on second crop 
land, Generally speaking, summerfal- 
low. gives the highest crop yields, but 
on the other hand, flax following sod 
or second crop land is. frequently 
freer from weeds than when suwn on 
summer-fallow.

Shiny Spots on New Paint Surface 
Shiny spots on newly painted sur- 
faces, or “shintrs” as they are some- 
times called in the trade, can be of 
considerable annoyance: especially 
when they appear on' walls supposed 
to be a semi-gloss or flat painted sur- 
face, Generally speaking, these spots 
are due to improper brushing or over- 
brushing in the areas where the 
“shiners” show. If there is only a lim- 
ited quantity of oil in the paint and 
some aréas are brushed more than 
others, the oil is brushed out of the 
paint to some extent and comes to 
the surface. Since it can’t get back 
into the paint without stirring, it dries 
near the surface and forms a glossy 
spot ot “shiner”. Failure to keep the 
paint well stirred may also bring this

The farrowing sow deserves a warm 
ary pen. Even artificial heat may be 
needeq in severe weather to prevent 
chilling of the pigs.

In feeding the sow, consider her as 
a milk producer and then feed accora- 
ingly. Skim milk, oats and mill feeds 
are ‘all good milk producing feeds. 
Include a ratio of feeds in the ra- 
tion. |. } 

‘Preatedent of the little pigs for 
anemia is a “must” in this day and 
agé. Without treatment, early spring 
pigs often become pale and listless. 
Hither ‘reduced iron of powdered fer- 
rous sulphate can be used, The dose 
of reduced iron equals an aspirin tab- 
let; for. ferrous sulphate, the amount 
that can be put on a ten cent piece.

It. takes careful judge- 
ment to provide that balange of grain 
crops, forage crops, and livestock that 
will best meet the requirements of 
our soils. The uncertainty of markets, 
the growing trend of soil erosion, and 
the need for permanency in farming 
all serve to emphasize the value of 
such a plan. Before deciding to fol- 
low the trend towards more ‘wheat, it 
might be well to consider the facts. 


TUBERCULOSIS IN POULTRY 

Thousands of dollars that could be 
used to advantage by poultrymen of 
Alberta are lost every year as a result 
of tuberculosis infection of our poul- 
try flocks. Even before 1882 when Dr. 
Robert Koch of Germany demonstrat- 
ed the tubercle bacillus it was rec- 
ognized that the bird form-of tuber- 
culosis (avian tuberculosis) was a 
contagious disease of poultry. In 
spite of this early. knowledge that the 
disease can be readily passed 
infected to ‘healthy birds, avian tub- 
erculosis has spread. to nearly ayere 
country: in the world. 

Dr. C. H. Bigland, Pathologist on 
Poultry Diseases, Alberta Department 
of Agriculture, advises that the large 
percentage of cases diagnosed at the 
Veterinary Laboratory shows that. a 
great many Alberta flocks both large 
and small are infected. He says that 
an inestimable amount of ‘money in 
hard dollars and cents is Jost évery 
year by poultry men and farmers, and 
indirectly by every person in the pro- 
vince through the ravages of avian 
tuberculosis, 

Among the reasons for this heavy 
loss are decreased egg production; 
deaths of infected birds; the large 
number of hog carcasses and portions

MILK FLOW OF SOWS 
AT FARROWING 

To save the largest number of pigs 
in the litter take care of the sow at 
farrowing time, One of the most com- 
mon faults says A. J. Charnetski, Live 
stock Supervisor, Alberta Department 
of Agriculture, is that tog much feed 
is given to the sow immediately before 
during, and immediately after farrow- 
ing. This heavy feea brings down 
heavy milk flow at a time when the 
new born pigs are too small to use al 
the milk. 

. Mr. Charnetski recommends that 
the sow be brought to farrowing quar. 
ters six or seven daya@ before farrow- 
ing. Her feed should be made. more 
laxative by the ‘addition. of : lighter 
feeds such as oat chop, bran or shorts 
It should also be reduced gradually so 
that three or four days before farrow 
ing the sow is getting only about halt 
the normal feed. At the time. of far- 
rowing only lukewarm water contain- 
ing very little shorts r oat chop 
should be provided, She should be kept 
on this diet for 24 hours and the feed 
then gradually increased until the sow 


days. 

If the udder becomes congested give 
the sow two heaping tablespoons of 
‘Epsom Salts in the feed and give 
plenty of water. The udder should be 
well bathed with warm water. con-

One of the most formidablg conisti- } 
tutional problems - in Commonwealth 
-history—how a monarchy and.a_ re- 
public can exist in the same frame- 
work was solved last week by a con- 
ference of. statesmen from the seven 
Dominions and the’ United Kingdom. 

The London conference provided 
& way for India, due to become a re- 
public this summer, to remain within 
the Commonwealth, ojiest familly of 
nations in. the world. 

The great Asiatic sub-conti t, 
with its 300,000,000 people, will con- 
tinue to share the same privileges, 
advantages and responsibilities as the 
other seven members: ° 

The only différence will be. that 
India, following proclamation of area re- 
publican state, will no longer 
allégiance to the King. 

However, India will recognize the 
Crown as “the symbol of the free as- 
sociation” of the Commonwealth's 
member nations “and as such, the 
head of the Commonwealth.: 

In the 212-word statement issued 
Thursday following the conference, 
Canada, Britain, South Africa, Austra- 
lia, New Zealand, Ceylon, Pakistan, 
and India pledged “to remain united as 
free and equal members of the Com- 
monwealth of nations, freely co-oper- 
ating in the pursuit of peace, liberty 
and security.” 

In effect, the delegates—all of prime 
ministerial rank except L. B. Pearson, 
Canada’s external affairs minister— 
altered Mttle of the existing constitu- 
tional basis of the Commonwealth, 

The changes made—as predicted 
before the conferénce by Prime Min- 
ister Nehru of India—were a matter, 
of form. Infportant bonds of assodia- 
tion based on heritage, community of 
interest and custom remain as before. 

The historic document was the 
first mention of the King as the “head 
of the Commonwealth” although pol- 
itical scientists have long considered 
the Crown as such, as nominal head 
of the indivfaual countries. 

The document also referred to the 
Commonwealth of nations” following 
the first five pa phs, dropping the 
word “British” owhere in the docu- 
ment was the “Dominion” used since 


India, once « republic, will no longer 
be a dominion of the king. , 

The declaration does not require ap- 
proval of the Congress of India or the 
parliaments of other members be- 


cause the governments already have 
been consulted. 

A, motion to adopt the document 
will be introduced in the British Par- 


‘Hament, By its nature, it will be added 


to the constitutional framework al- 
ready set up in the Statute of West- 
minster. That bill, passed in 1931, set 
up the Commonwealth which existed 
until Thursday's historic statement, 


Now that provisions have been 
nmiade for republics to hecome members 
of the Commonwealth, many specu- 
lated on Ireland's future action. Ire- 
land after centuries of British rule, 
was proclaimed a Easter 
Monday. 


However, it is considered unlikely 
that Ireland would accept Common- 
wealth membership as long as the 
six northern’ countries of Ulster re- 
main part of the United Kingdom, 

From Berlin on Saturday it was re- 
ported that a Soviet official predicted 
the Berlin blockade would be lifted 
within three days. German sources 
quoted Cojonel Sergei Tulbanov, head 
of the Soviet Information Bureau in 
Berlin to that effect. 

Tulbanov is reported to have made 
his’ prediction at a conference. with 
the chief editors of Soviet-licensed 
newspapers. 

Meanwhile the informal, exploratory 
conversations between West and Hast 
on steps towards an agreement on 
lifting the blockade were still being 
regarded at the week-end with ex- 
treme caution by both sides. 

A series of secret talks between the 
United States and Russia started Feb, 
15. The report of a United States 
spokesman on the latest talk is that 
negotiations were “proceeding eatis- 
factorily.” 

Jacob Malik, Soviet deputy toreien 
minister and member of Russia's dele- 
gation to the’ United Nations, had a 
talk with Philip C. Jessup, -United 
States Ambassador-at-large, last week 
Authoritative sources said then that 
the basis for Russia’s lifting of the 
10-month would require a simultan- 
eous ending of the West's counter- 
blockade and fixing a date for a meet 
ing of the Big Four foreign ministers. 

Such a meeting would probably in-

Growth Habits. The growth habits 
of the Wild Oat differ considerably 
from those of the cultivated or 
‘tame’ oat. It possesses, for inst- 
ance, certain characteristics which 
enable it: to survive ordinary cul- 
tural practices. It ripens faster 
than the common cereals, and many 
seeds fall to the ground before the 
cereal crop in which it is growing 
is ready to harvest. 

Dormancy and “After-Ripening.” 
Newly-shattered wild oat seeds are 
usually high in moisture content. 
After falling te the ground they 


remain in a ‘dormant’ or Sekine ; 


stage for some time. The drying 
of such seed is accompanied by 
certain processes within the seed 
which break -the dormancy and 
allow getmination to take place 
This is called the ‘after-ripening 
process. Seeds that are buried in 
the soil by cultivation, before dry- 
ing, will not germinate until they 
ore again brought to the surface and 
dried out. 

Germination Temperatures. Wild 
oat seeds ‘germinate best under coo! 
conditions. In fact, few seeds will 
germinate if the soil temperature 
is above 50° F. This explains why 
wild oats grow well on fallow land 
_in the spring, and why they do not 
grow readily later in the season 
Cultivation of fallow land during 
the hot simmer months merely 
serves to bring the wild oat seeds 
to the surface where they ‘after- 
ripen’. There they lie until faver- 
able . temperature conditions for 
their germination occur. Obviously, 
therefore, any crop that is sown 
early on fallow the following year 
is a ey to be severely infested 

Delaying seeding until about June 
15th permit ‘the destruction of 
several crops of wild oats. An early
